For six years I was troubled by sliverbraakes on the drawing machines 
needed for the spinning of coconut fiber. I was assisted by the best ex- 
perts in Europe. Everybody told me that it was the fiber. Which I refused 
to believe. I had constructed a frame with all possible gadgets. When the 
sliver broke it stopped automatically , etc. etc. 

One morning I came in the factory and the girl running the machine 
had seena chance to run the belt between the fast and loose pulley.lt 
was running from a 300 HP shaft. And the belt started to wind round the~ 
shaft and up went the machine. Before serious accidents did happen I could 
stop the 300 HP motor, but the machine fell down and was a - wreck. 

By taking the pieces apart I came on the fundamentals on our trouble 
( and on which I have still a valid American patent ).But if you have by 
accident a 3 years old cousin or even couslne and you showed her the 
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fundamental question, in a Jiffy she or he would tell you what to do. 

From that time I could compete with the British Indian Jute and 
which caused me any amount of trouble. 

I would have under the condition never have any chance with the 
Navy as my approach to what they call creative thinking is Just based 
on Judgment, but Judgment on already discovered facts and which may bring 
you to other ideas.
